_ SAN FRANCISCO 一 Presi- 
dential hopeful Alan Cranston， 
Califormia's senior Senator，visited 
thecity and Chinatown last week 
an effort to generate Support and to 
ieiterate Some ; major planks of his 
1984 campaign Platform. 

As he has done since the start of 
His race， Cranston concentrated 
Primarily on just two issues: nuclear 

disarmnament and the economy. He 

， told the audience at the Yank Sing 
，， Restaurant that if elected he would 
“focus the power”of the presidency 
and of his mind on only one or two 


说 Purposes. Otherwise the president 


Would become “distracted and have 
”no direction.” 
ARMS RACE 

“We must end the arms race 
because it is undermining the 
Leconomy and threatening oOUI 
existence,”he stated.“Wemustalso 
ustraighten out oureconomy and worK 
， towards full employment without 
inflation.” 

UStressing that the two issues are 
jclosely related, the senator spoke of 
the current administration s record 
on the economy. President Reagan， 
he charged，is spending about $2 
itrillion on arms.， How can the 
govermment throw in all this money 
iinto the military and still have 
ienough resources to pay the costs of 
Social services, fall employment and 
other things we need，Cranston 
demanded. 

The three-term senator added 
that 甸 1 employment also means 
“equal opportunity for all people 一 
Women，Blacks，Hispanics，Asian 
Americans， Native Americans， 
handicapped and others subjected to 
discrimination. This is hard to do 

When there are not enough 
opportunities to begin with,” he 
acknowledged. 

When asked by Easw 丈 est what 
e Saw as the major issues facing 
Asian Pacific Americans， he replied 
Without ”hesitation， “Basically

“There are 100 senators in the 
US, and 100 state directors working 
for those senators，[Senator 
Cranston?s director] Jadine Neilsen

Position]. She maybethe only Asian 
American throughout the nation 
outsjide of Hawaii,”noted Ng. 

“This shows that Alan Cranston 
does things because they are right， 
and not because there is Someone 
looking over his shoulder,” the 
director maintained. 

Though initially considered a 
dark horse candidate, in the back of 
the pack of presidential hopefuls， 
Cranston has already done well in 
straw polls held in California and 
Massaschusetts， He placed first in 
this state and second in the eastern 


poll， 
CONEFEIDENT 
Ngconceded that while it was“a 
little too early to Say,'” she 


nevertheless was confident about 
Cranston's chances in the big race.

“White Power Headquarters

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for “permanently removing 8a 
Vietnamese invader in self-defense 
from Aryan society. 

“White people are constantly 
killed or assaulted by non-whites in 
this country.， But,” continued the 
recorded voice,“for the most part， 
these crimes against White poeple 
receive little or no attention from the 
Jewish mass media. The race of the 
cnminal is almost never Tevealed. 
But when James Pierman killed a 
non-white in self-defense, the Jewish 
media made it into a national news 
event,”it alleged. 

Charging that the Vietnamese 
receive “huge” welfare grants that 
permit them to live“here in affluent 
Marin Countyi”the message then 
went on to lament that “hard- 


Detroit Judge Wil Not Change 
Decision in Vincent Chin Case 


DETIROIT 一 Judge Charles 
Kaufman，of the Wayne County 
Circuit Court, has refused to change 
his_ decision to give fines and 
probation to two men who killed 
Vincent Chin with abaseball patlast 
Summer. They were eventually 
convicted of manslaughter. 

Kaufman in his opinion filedlast 
Week Said，“While sympathizing 
with the family and commuaniity ofthe 
Victim, itis the obligation ofthe court 
to decide the matters Submitted in 
accordance with the mandates of 
law.”Ihus the sentences_entered 
against -Michael Nitz and Ronald 
Ebens will stand for now. 

Liza Chan, the attorney for the 
coalition of concerned persons in 
Detroit， American Citizens for 
Justice，announced that the group 
would seek an appeal of Kaufman's 
action， The Justice Department is 
currently investigating the beating 
incident to _ determine whether the 
two men violated Chin:scivil rights. 


Chair of ACJ, Kin Yee, stated 
last week the day of Kaufman's 
announcement Was a “sad occa- 
sion”for “all law-abiding Ame- 
ricans,， especially Asian Americans 
and all minorities.”He asserted， 
“A judge who has the power, legal 
authority and moral responsibility 
to _ correct a grievous Imiscarriage 
of justice in his court has refused 
to do so 

In a prepared statement，Yee 
said,“We have established beyond 
a_ shadow of a doubt that the 
jdge's decision was based on er- 
Ioneous information presented to 
him. .Because of this, ”Yee claim- 
ed，he ruled on a second degree 
Inurder 一 plea bargained down to 
Imanslaughter 一 as though it were a 
traffic accident.” 

Chan declared that she was 


more than disappointed by the 
judge's actions. While the court 
accepted the grouP as a Proper 
party before 让 ,she said, it then 
proceeded not to understand their 
arguIments or to inexplicably con- 
done “the egregious erTOIS coOIm- 
mitted at the original purported 
sentencing.” 

Chan also focused on the be- 
havior of the prosecuting attorney 
who handled the Chin murder， 
Wiliam Cahalan.“The blatant faij- 
lure to_ examine the Piresentence 
Teport and to Tepresent the People 
at the sentencing are but two of 
the more repugnant and impermis- 
sibile omissions committed by 
that office in this case,” 
ged. The group had asked that a 
Special priosecutor be named to 
follow the case, a redquest which 
Kaufman denied. 

Chan concluded that despite 
Kaufman's decision not to vacate 
the orTiginal sentence, she and the 
Imembers of ACJ are “confident 
that the investigations by the US 
Dept. of Justice w 训 in due cour- 
Se Tesult in obtaining grand jury 
indictments against Ebens and 
Nitz for criminal violations of 
federal civil rights statutes.” 

In a related action, CongreSsSsman 
Norman YY，Mineta (D-San Jose) 
sent a letterto US Attorney William 
French Smith calling for Smith to 
give the federal investigation his 
“personal attention.”Mineta，and 
his colleagues- 一 asked to be kept 
informed of the progress of the 
investigation. 

“There is no excuse for racial 
discrimination in the courtrooms of 
this nation,”said Mineta. He called 
the Chin case “onetragic example of 
the horrible effects of unchecked 
racial tension and racism.” 口

A third person wbho Was 
disturbed by it，brought it to the 
attention of Chinese for Affirmative 
Action, a civil rights advocacy group 
in SFE Chinatown. 

FRINGE 

Executive director of the group， 
Henry Der remarked,， “It is scary 
that there are fringe hate groups Out 
there. As a former member of the 
Governor's Civil Rights TaskForce， 
TIheard a lot of testimony about the 
hate groups dotted throughout 
California who have targeted their 
hate againstminorities and religious 
groups.” 

The task force presented a Set of 
recommendations to the state last 
December. Der reported tat he has 
Since requested the Eair 
Employment and Housing Commn 
to _ implement those findings by 
working out a coordinated plan with 
the FEair Employment and Housing 
Dept., the attorney general's office 
and other agencies charged with 
protecting civil rights. He reported 
that he will again make that request， 
calling for preventive education to 
reduce violence in California. 

Der maintained that the posting 
oftheflyers on the 1200-1400blocks 
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of the Noriega did not just happen. 
Instead，it is “well planned.” He 
noted,“There are Several Chinese， 
Japanese, Korean，Vietnamese and 
Thai restaurants [along those 
blocks]. In the past， we have gotten 
complaints of racial tension in that 
district. 

Most Sunset district 
restaurants are law-abiding,” Der 
asserted, “but the hate groups are 
posting flyers to generate racial 
hatred.” The director opined that 


Tacial tension is growing because of 


the Sagging economy and the 
displacement of workers. 
NOT CLEAR-CUT 

The issue, however, is not clear- 
cut.“We do not want to deny their 
[the white power headquarter's] first 
amendment rights [to freedom of 
Speech],” stressed Der. “At the 
Same time，we want to make Sure 
they do not promote civil rights 
violence against Asians and other 
groups. 

“They are playing up to white 
racist anlimosity againstrefugees and 
other Asians,” continued “Der. 
However，he admitted that the 
Imessage doesnotexplicitly advocate 
the “killing of Asians,，but 一 maybe 
implicitly [it does].” 

A Spokesperson from Pacific 
Telephone told 下 asxJreshs “We 
cannot censor the immessage. ... We 
have no right of pre-censorship. The 
Federal Communications Comrmn2n. 
and the California Public Utilities 
Comm's. have said we do not have 
this right.” 

As a _ public nutility，he noted， 
“everyone has 3a right to phone 
Service，and we are charged with 
providing it. If it is used to go over 
legal statutes, then law enforcement 
agencies Imust take OVer.”

工 he Spokesperson explained，“ 了 ff 

it is objectedto bythe public, and the 


court Says it Ss okay [to stop service],、 


we can.... Only a court can act [as 
the censor] and the action must be 
brought by Some person.” Ihis 
“person ”could be the state attorney 
general or the city district attorney， 
he added. ”Ifthe court saySs no way， 
we can take the phone service 
away.” 

Assistant “Attorney ”General 
Marian Johnston, however， was not 
as certain abouther office's ability to 
Stop Such a message,， “There is 
probably a first amendment right 
involved.”She speculated that the 
attorney general may not be able to 


stop in _ unless there is “fraud， 
misrepresentation or Something 
illegal” involved. 


A Constitutional law expert for 
her o 人 ce，Johnston explained that 
the first amendment is strongly 
Protected. “You have to have a 
victim [in order to consider 
withdrawing a person's_ right to 
speak onut]. 

“It is your choice to call the 
number， Ihey're not forcing their 
message on anybody,”observed the 
attorney. She cited a US Supreme 
Court case in which the justices 
Upheld a person's right to wear 3 
jacket with “FF-- 玉 you”imprinted on 
t. 

AVERT 

The court in that case held that 
there was no need to abridge the 
wearer's first amendment right 
because those persons who did not 
Wish to see the message could just 
avert their eyes，This，noted 
Johnston，was similar to not dialing 
the number to the right wing hotline. 

At the same time,， however, she 
concurred with Der about possibily 
Stopping the message through other 
WayS. There are laws governing the 
posting of signs on utility poles and 
public property. Certainly, Johnston 
observed，the Corte Madera flyers 


could not be placed on private prop- 
erty 让 the owners did not wish them 
there. 

CAAhas also sent a letter to the 
mayor, asking that she and the Dept. 
of Public Works monitor closely the 
use of utility poles. Der pointed out 
that flyers cannot be posted on these 
poles and that deparment personnel， 
or anyone can tear them down from 
the poles， 

The message, though disturbing， 
does not represent the views of large 
numbers of persons, Speculated Der. 
“Its important ,not ,to overreact 


because 工 firmly believe that the 
Overwhelming major of people in the 
Bay Area and in SF donot subscribe 
to those views.” 


However，he also cautioned， 
“It'sbetternotto leaveitto chance.2” 
Thus，CAA wil pursue its path of 
bringing the mattertothe attention of 
government agencies and letting 
people know abut the issue. 

”Wecannotletthe racist group?s 
influence exceed its numbers. . . 
We must be on guard,”concluded 
Der.

Confusion Over 
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71. Nol et. ie ZLamw The 
Immigration Reform and Control 
Act of 1983 (or Simpson-Mazzoli 
Bill as it is commonly called) is not 
yet the law in the United States. The 
House of Representatives version of 
the bill (H.R. 1510)，which has not 
been voted upon by the House， 
contains Several differences with the 
Senate version. 

Therefore, ifthe House version is 
passed，a _ conference committee 
comprised of members of the House 
and Senate will have to compromise 
and work out the differences. It is 
impossible to absolutely predict 
what will be in the final law 
(assuming the House does ,pass its 
version, both houses can work out a 
compromise and the President ofthe 
United States signs the bil). 

2. iatls or 下 太 Pre1eretce. 
The Senate_ version passed would 
keep Fifth Preference (thebrotherand 
Sister category) for the 271zQ77Ted 
brothers and sisters of US citizens. 
Under present law an adult US 
citizen can petition for any brothers 
of Sisters Tegardless of marital 
status. The House version of the bill 
would retain the present law. 


Immigration Bill 


Any change to fifth preference 
Would greatly affect the Asian and 
Mexican communities- who use that 
category the most and face the 
longest waiting jlists.

0. 411t111e80DEegalizatio1.、 The 
Senate “version “which “Passed 
contains a “legalization”Pprovision 
which permits certain undocumented 
aliens toremain in the United States: 
For those who have- beea 
undocumented since before 1977， 
have been of good moral character， 
and who have resided in the US 
continuously since then,， permanent 
reSidency status will be granted. 

For those “ who became 
undocumented after 1977 butbefore 
1980, a three-year temporary status 
will be granted with employment 
authorization. Those falling into the 
Second group would not be eligible 
for public benefits and could .not 
petition for relatives. After three 
years，they could apply for lawful 
permanent residence. 

TIhe House version of the bill has 
only one cutoff date of January 1， 
1982. Under that version, those who 
were undocumented before that date 
would obtain lawful residency 
status. Students and visitors in the 
United States will qualify for the 
amnesty/legalizaiton program onlyi 
they were undocumented (for 
example overstayed their visas， 
worked ”without _ permission， or 
Violated other student regulations) 
before the applicable cutoff date. 

The Immigration and 
Naturalization ServVice has already 
formulated plans forestablishing 
processing centers ftor the 
legalization/amnesty aliens. The 
centers will be locatedaway from the 


main Immigration offices and the 


cooperation of community agencies 
will play a large role. There will be a 
$100 filing fee for each applicant， 
The plan is not yet in effect. 

There are many other provisions 
in both bills that are too extensive to- 
cover in this small space that deal 
wtih refugees， nonimmigrants， 
appellate rights and employer 
Sanctions. While the exact date for 
the 了 ouse vote on the bill has not 
been calendared yet，most 
observers in Washington，DC feel 
that avote is likely sometime in July. 

HI readers have views on the 
Immigration Reform and Control

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Court Refuses to Dismiss 
Merle Woo Complaint vs. UC 


SAN FRANCISCO The 
University of California received 
another blow to its embattled 
personnel practices when a federal 
district court refused to _ grant its 
motion to dismiss a complaint filed 
by alecturerterminated under one of 
the School s new rules. 

After being let go by UC 
Berkeley about a_ year ago，Merle 
Woo had already successfully 
challenged the school s action before 
the Public Employment Relations 
Board (PERB) in December 1982. 
TIhe board ordered the university to 
reinstate her, charging that Berkeley 
had unfairly and prematurely ended 
her employment as a lecturer in 
Asian American Studies， 

DISCRIMINATIION 

Her federal court complaint 
charged the school with 
discrimination on the basis of race， 
Sex and Sexual orientaiton，Woo 
Sought reinstatement，back wages 
and damges，and also requested in 
injunction ofthe four-yearrule which 
the School used to fire her. (E[ 玩 
34/30/83) 

The rule in question reduced the 
number of years a lecturer could 
remain atthe institution from eightto 
four years.the American Federation 
of Teachers，which serves as the 
bargaining agent for the instructors， 
argued that the change was illegal 
because it， was made without 
consulting with or notifying the 
union. 

JIn last week':s action, the _ court 
ruled that Woo's charge of racial 


discrimination -Should not be 
dismissed from the complaint. It also 
Said that there was enough evidence 
to Showthat Woohadbeenpromised 
more permanent employment，and 
that the School s action had affected 
her liberty interest because 下 
afifiected ， her standing in the 
community andherchances offuture 
employment,， 

Woo told FasVJFrest that the 
School did win one point， however. 
“The board of regents (which had 


been named as a defendant in the 


complaint) cannot be liable for 
monetary damages because the 
board is not a Person.”She was 
quick to point, however, that she was 
still free to sue individuals under the 
board, and would indeed do so. 

When the PERB ruled that the 
four-yearrule was invalid,the school 
rescinded it，theoretically leaving 
the way open for Woos 
Teinstatement.

GRIEVANCES 

She noted that there are Six 
grievances _ filed with the union 
against the school，UC，however， 
maintains that these are “problem 
caseS”” Which should be treated 
on an individual basis. 

“They [the _ university] do not 
have a leg to stand on Woo 
declared.“I don't think they were 
prepared to lose on all those issues. 工 
think it was a big surprise to them.” 

About $3,000 has already been 


Spent on the federal case and Woo 
and her supporters believe that they 
mayneed about$20,000 to $30,000 
more to continue on with the case. 
Though the amount seemed large， 
Woo remained optimistic. 

“Everyday checks come in. 
We're getting money from all over 一 
Australia, London, the East coast.... 
Even people we'"ve never met who 
read abonut the case and who may be 
going through something similar are 
sending in money,， maybe $10 or 
$15. Woo reflected,“This is really 
heartening.” 

With the schools motion to 
dismiss now athing ofthe past Woo 
Said she can now look forward to 
continuing -the complaint procesS.

Mineta Urges 
Harvard Not to 
Honor McCloy 


SAN JOSE 一 Congressman 
Norman Y，Mineta today called 
upon top .officials at 再 arvard 
University to TIeVverse 3a recent 
decision to name a Scholarship after 
John J. McCloy. 


In a strongly-worded letter to， 


Dr. Graham T. Allison, the Dean of 
theFaculty atthe 开 ennedy Schoolof 
Government，Congressman Mineta 
protested Allison's decision to honor 
MecCloy and urged Allison to 
“reconsider.” 

Congressman Mineta，wWho is a 
member of the Kennedy School s 
State ”and Local Government 
Advisory Committee， said that 
“Harvard's ， decision to honor 
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MecCloy is an insult to those of us 
who were interned and to、all 
Americans who believe in equal 
justice,” 

As Assistant Secretary of War 
during World War II, McCloy was 
in charge of the internment of over 
110,000 United States civilians. In a 
report released last FEebruary，the 
Congressionally - established 
Commission on the Wartime 
Relocation and JInternment of 
Civilians roundly condemned the 
internment Program over which 
McCloy had command，concluding 
that the internment resulted from 


“racism”and a“failure of political 


leadership.” 
Yet McCloy has recently and 
repeatedly responded by saying that 


the internment was justified, and he 
has not apologized for his 
involvement in that program of 
Imassive incarceration. 

In his letter to Dean Allison， 
Mineta said,“Although 工 am sure 
Mr. McCloy has done many notable 
things in his .life，his role in the 
internment，and more importantly， 
his ” continued defense of that 
shameful act，brings dishonor to 
himself and to those who honor 


.him 3 


The scholarship which could be 
named _ after McCloy would be 
funded by the Volkswagon 
corporation，and it would pay for 
students from Germany to study in 
the 玉 ennedy School of Government 
at Harvard University. 口

Though Ha is only 29 years old; 

he already has 19 years of

Ha added that as he grew older， 
he studied painting to _ learn more 
about the art aspects of the craft.

government [has] emphasized folk at 
and allowed kite-making to develop. 

“The government was concerned 
with two points: (1) folk art should 
not get lost and tradition should not 
stagnate; (2) without promotion， 站 
[folk art] cannot be developed; it 
cannot happen in a vacuum.”Ha 
noted that in earlier years he would 
not have been permitted to come to 
SF to work on an exhibit such as the 
one at the culture center. 

DURABLE 

FEor Ha, the art of kite-making is 
constantly developing. Even coming 
to SE causedto ponder overthe need 
to make his kites for SF more 
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durable， His village in China，he 


Said，does not have Such Strong 


WwWinds. Kites Suitable there are too 
fragile for the Bay Area. 

In China，Ha not only makes 
kites, but he is also teaching others 
the Skill 一 through classes and 
apprenticeships. “Some young 
people are looking for jobs. I urge 
them to go into kite-making,”he 
chuckled. 

At the end of the process，after 
the kite has been built，tied and 
painted， the last step still remains 一 
to flyit. Ha's face broke into a small 
Smile as he described scenes of 
Chinese kite-fliers: “men，women， 
older people and children.， JIn 
festivals, they fy kites. People who 
travel or go on picnics fly kites. They 
do it not only in parks, but also on 
mountains. JIn winter，they go on 
frozen lakes and rivers,”he added. 

His smile grew wider when 
asked if he himself indulged in the 
pastime，His affirmative reply 
came quickly as he explained that 
while he liked both making andflying 
the airborn creations,“when am 
flying a kite，its completely 
different 一 I feel so excited， When 
the kite is up in the air, Ifeel like 工 
myself am flying.”

Oakland Parents 
Protest School 


District's Actions 


OAKLAND 一 The Bilingual 
District Advisory Committee of the 
Oakland Unified School Districthas 
expresSsed concern and anger OVer 
the district's policytowards bilingual 
education and its plans to eliminate 
the O 人 ce of Bilingual Education. 

Parents two years ago had filed 
a complaint with the Office of Civil 
Rights against the district，alleging 
non-compliance With the 
implementation of a state mandated 
bilingual education program. The 
complaint .was upheld and the 
district ordered to .comply. 

Since September 1982，parents 
andthe schools bilingual o 包 ce have 
Worked together to implement the 
state plan. The committee, however， 
charges that the school district has 
“repeatedly diluted and re-written 
the plan to a degree unacceptable to 
the parents.” It reports that the 
parent-approved plan has stillnotyet 
been Presented to _ the -Oakland 
School 了 Board for adoption 一 ten 
months later. 

The committee called the plan to 
dismantle the Offce of Bilingual 
Education “deplorable” and 
declared that such a move would 
WwWorsen the Situation 

“We believe dismantling the 
district ofce...and dispersing staffto 
the School sites under the guide of 
alleviating the bilingual teacher 
Shortage is merely a shell game， 
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Tobbing Peter to pay Paul. 


“The - small staff of the 
office...cannot begin to address the 
teacher Shortage,” Says ， the 


committee.“The elimination of the 
direction and services of the office.…. 
will onlyfurther cripple the bilingual 
Program.” 

The committee calls the School 
District's actions “bad faith”and a 
“willful ， disregard” for state 
mandates. The group will address the 
school board at its meeting June 8，

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UC Berkeley Considers 
Ethnic Studies Ph.D. 


ByTIM FUKAI 

BERKELEY 一 For almost 14 
years now, the department of 了 Ethnic 
Studies at the University of 
California at Berkeley has been 
recognized as one of the major 
pioneering forces behind ethnic 
studies in the nation. 

Last ”month， the _ university 
department took another pioneering 
step in the field of Ethnic Studies. 

Following aseven-month review， 
the _ graduate “Council 
Berkeley's ”Academic Senate 
approved 3a proposal to create an 
Ethnic Studies doctoral degree 
program 

FIRST 

The department currently offers 
only undergraduate degrees in the 
Ethnic Studies group major，and in 
the  ， separate Asian American， 
Native American and Chicano 
studies majors. The new Ethnic Studies 
Ph.D. program would be the first of 
its kind in the nation. 

The department was originally 
established as a result of the Ihird 
World Student _ strikes at the 
Berkeley campus in 1969. Professor 
Ronald Iakaki，chair of the Ethnic 
Studies Department, recalled,， The 
students in 1969 went out on Strike in 
order to transform the curriculum at 
Berkeley and to make sure that 站 
included .the experiences， the 
cultures and the communiities of 
Third World Americans， 

“The Department of Ethnic 
Studies,” continued Takaki， 
“represents an institutional change 
to _ diversify and to broaden the 
curriculum at Berkeley, and to offer 
courses which specifically focus on 
Chicanos, Asian Americans, Native 
Americans and Blacks. 

ORIGINS 

Takaki，one of the Principal 
authors of the doctoral degree 
proposal, spoke about the origins of 
the proposal and the program itself. 
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“The primary  _ purpose- of an 
undergraduate curriculum,” 
explained the professor，“is only to 
disseminate knowledge about Third 
World communities and cultures to 
students, and notto actually advance 
the knowledge.” 

“This_ difference between the 
dissemination and the advancement 
of knowledge is the key to 
understanding the difference 
between undergraduate and graduate 
level curriculum;， he stressed. 

Refering to the first 14 years of 
Ethnic _ Studies at Cal as the 
“building process” for the 
establishment of a _ graduate level 
curriculum，Takaki reflected，“We 
essentially had to build a curriculum 
from the ground up. The first step 
was to organize basic courses,， and 
the second step was to establish 
curriculum leading to an actual 
Undergraduate degree. ” 

Takaki pointed out that all of the 
basic Ethnic Studies courses arenow 
permanently approved by ,the 
university，and that undergraduate 
granting Privileges were received 
between 1974 and 1976， 

FACULTY 

Aside from stabilzing 
curriculum and the degree program， 
Iakaki stated that ”another 
significant phase of the building 
process was the development of a 
Strong faculty. 

“When I came to Cal in 1972,” 
Takaki recalled“I was the first fall- 
time faculty member in Asian 
American Studies and the only 
tenured faculty member in the entire 
Ethnic Studies program. 

“Now,”he continued,“we have 
15 1ladder-rank faculty members 
[those.on the tenure track] and nine 
in Afro-American Studies [which 
unlike 了 Ethnic Studies is in the 
College of Letters and Science]. So 
we now _ have 24 full-faculty 
members 一 which makes us one of 
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the larger departments on campus.” 

The _ department director also 
emphasizedthat it was important for 
Ethnic Studies to develop a faculty 
that had strong -Tesearchers and 
writers，3S well as teachers,， So that 
they could take graduate students 
through the research experience. 

Serious discussion concerning 
the establishment of a _ graduate 
program didnot occur until the fall of 
1981.“The faculty metthat fall ”he 
explained, in order to ask ourselves 
the question 一 where do we go from 
here2 

EXPANDED 

Takaki said that there was 3 
widespread sentiment among Ethnic 
Studies faculty members that their 
own intellectual growth was not 
being expanded by only teaching 
undergraduate COUrses. 

“Many of us were individually 
frustrated here,”hereflected…One of 
the main missions atUC Berkeley is 
graduate education， We ourselves， 
WwWere trained to teach graduate 
students, but yet we didn't have the 
opportunity.” 

The ”faculty members also 
recognized the need for further 
advancement of Ethnic Studies 
Scholarship, he noted.“There aren't 
that many books in this field written 
by IThird Weorld scholars, soitis very 
important for us to generate OUT OWn 
studies. And we do that by training 
more Scholars. 

At around the same time faculty 
pressure for an advanced degree 
increased，Ethnic Studies majors 
began to_ pressure the faculty “to 
provide aplace forthem to go” atfter 
graduation, accordingto the director. 

N 


O PLACE 
“Many majors，along with the 
faculty， Were also asking 


themselves 一 where do we go from 
here?,”TTakaki explained. “Many 
Were going into law，sociology and 
history，but it was clear that there， 
WwWas no place for them to go [on] in 
Ethnic Studies. 

“Many students expressed 3 
Sincere interest in studying _ Ethnic 
Studies on the graduate level and,” 


he added“even saw themselves 3S 上 


future Ethnic Studies Faculty.” 
After months of research and 
meetings， the Curriculum 
Committee，comprised of faculty 
and student representatives,，finally 
submitted the doctoral proposal to 
the Graduate Council in May, 1982. 
Although approved by the 
Graduate Council, it must now pass 
SeveIal more levels: the UC 
Systemwide Council on Gradwate 


Affairs， the Systemwide 
administration， the California 
Postsecondary Education 上 
Commission and the UC Board of 
Regents. 

Takaki， who chaired the 


committee，however，is extremely | 


optimistic.“Ithink we:ve crossedthe 
most important hurdle 
Graduate Council,”he stated.…Tm

ELEXIBILIITY 

“The “program is crossS- 
disciplined,”Takaki explains. “IThe 
student would utilize methods from 3 
broad range of disciplines: history， 
economics, sociology, and so forth.” 
This offers _ graduate Students 3 
flexibility not found in many other 
Ph.D. programs. 

“The program would also be 
croSS-cultural,” he continued. “In 
other words, the emphasis would be

An Ethnic Studies “Ph.D. 
candidate would be required to take 
four core courses designed to study 
the _ Third World experience in 
America.， In addition the student 
would be required to develop a base 
in one of the more traditional 
disciplines, the professor explained. 

“With this additional 
disciplinary base,”opined Iakaki， 
the Ethnic Studies Ph.D. would be 
qualified to teach in a traditional 
department as well as Ethnic 


Studies.” 
SUPPORTI 

He declared,“There is a_ great 
deal of interest and support around 
this campus in ouUr proposal.” 
Faculty members from other，non- 
Ethnic Studies disciplines，will also 
take part in _ training graduate 
students， 

And given the fact that by 1990， 
according to population projections， 
the majority of people in California 
will be of some ethnic minority 
culture; and that many Universities 
are realizing that to be an educated 
person， one must have Some 
knowledge of these cultures 一 the tie 
is right now for the establishment of 
graduate level Ethnic Studies 
curriculum, maintained 工 akaki. 

“It took 14 years for Ethnic 
Studies to _ come of age,”Takaki 
observed， “and _ faculty and 
administrators within this university 
community are acknowledging our 
existence，and acknowledging the 
Viability of the future of our 
existence. IThe bottom line,，” he 
said, “is that we are hopingto train a

Recent Art by Modern Masters

SAN FRANCISCO 
“Modern Masters 一 Chinese 
Painting and Calligraphy”celebrates 
recent Works by Chen Yu-tao，Li 
Lida，Ting Yen-yung，C.C. Wang， 
and John Way. This contemporary 
art exhibit includes calligraphy， 
landscape， figure and abstract 
paintings，and was underwritten by 
Eirst Nationwide Savings. 

All five artists in the exhibition 
have played a vital part in the 
modern movement which began in 
the early twentieth century when the 
first art School in the European sense 
opened in China. 

PREPARATION 

Each studied calligraphy during 
their childhood years with private 
tutors in preparation for painting. 
Laterthey continued their art studies 
in cosmpolitan Shanghai where they 
fell under the spell of the painting 
styles of the School of Paris. 

All born after 1900，the five 
eyentually left their homeland prior 
to the revolution in 1949. Although 
:they remained knowledgeable of the 


major trends of contemporary 
Western painting， each has worked 
to blend traditional Chinese brush 
techniques with their modern vision. 

The landscapes of C. C. Wang 
are the most orthodox Chinese 
painting style included in this 
exhibition. John ”Way's 、`oil 
abstractions are the most innovative， 
yet his calligraphy is highly 
traditional. The most radical 
departure from the 3,000-year-old 
calligraphy tradition is Li Lida's 
“new”calligraphy.

In“Hua Mu 
Lan”he depicts a historical legend 
about a famous，valiant woman 
warrior who foughtin the place ofher 
ailing father and, for years, her real 
identity as a woman remained a 
Secret. 

JIn this hanging scroll bunting， 
Ting Yen-yung creates beautiful 
lines and ink tones. His cursive script 
and daring use of colors distinguish 
a refined style influenced by both 
early modern French painting and 
Chinese painting of antiquity. 

As astudent atthe Tokyo School 
of Fine Arts he was greatly 
influenced by Matisse's paintings,. In 
his late 20s$, though, he gave up his 
oil painting and returned to his 
traditional heritage. 

C，C. Wang (1907- ) is a 
Scholar， author， teacher _ and 
Teknowned collector of Chinese art. 
He is also one of the greatest 
landscape painters of the twentieth 
century. For over forty years，he 
developed strong “calligraphic 
brushwork compositions that have 
taken on increasingly abstract 
forms. 

In “Landscape，Waterfalls and 
Streams”his mastery of varied gray 
ink tones with soft blues, greens, and 
brown shows remarkable naturalism 
Yuan .masters influenced his 
brushwork; Ming masters the play of 
light and dark, and the lyrical use of 
ink washes; and the Ch?ing masters， 
a tight abstract organization. 

John Way (1921- ) is best 
known for his untitled oil 
abstractions that attempt to combine 
his interpretaiton of ITaoism with 
Abstract 下 xpressionism . 

Explaining his paintings, he said， 
“have been searching forthe means 
to create paintings in the integral 
Spirit of Chinese and Western art, to 
expreSs ” power and subtlety， 
controlled and uncontrolled images， 
the Spontaneous beauty of order 


from disorder and perfection from 


imperfection.2” 

Also he has continued to practice 
calligraphy in the honored tradition 
of the gentleman Scholar. A delicate 
Strength pervades in“All Red the 
River”a painting of 12th century 
poem by General Yo Fei, requesting 
the emperor to abandon war, 


contains expressive lines similar to ， 


the calligraphy in this poem.

The biggest crime of Psycpno Tis 
committed by Franklin. He resorts to 
showing some of the most 
gory Killings on Screen. IThis is 
especially unforgiveable, since it Was 
SO ， clearly demonstrated ”by 
Hitchcock in Psycpno that the most 
terrifying images 一 those that haunt 
the audience forever 一 are the ones 
that are formed in the audience s 
mind，but not directly shown in 
bloody detail. 

Psychno proves that the most 
disturbing violence is created by the 
audience, and Psycjno 1 byclumsily 
exhibiting Violence in grotesque 
forms， proves that Hitchcock's 
theory still holds its ground.

Much ofthe agency's work is also 
Preventive. They offer a number of 
education classes and groups for 
parents and children designed to 
develop better understanding and 
closer relationships， This includes 
tutoring and recreation ”offered 
through the YMCA.
